Freighter, loaded with Am­ 
munition, Rams Into 
Tanker

NORFOLK, Va., June 7.—Eighty- 
four men lost their lives in ter­ 
rific ex plosions and 
b lazing oil 
when an American tanker and an 
American freighter loaded with am­ 
munition collided ln the dark a few 
days ago off the United States 
east coast. 
The navy announced the collision 
yesterday and said an investiga­ 
tion is b eing made. 
So tremendous were the ex plo­ 
sions that deb ris was showered on 
the decks of a coast guard ship a 
quarter of a mile away. 
The b last killed 66 of the 69 men 
ab oard the freighter, tore the ship 
to pieces and sent her to the b ot­ 
tom almost immediately after the 
collision. Eighteen of the tanker’s 
82 seamen perished in the flamas.

The lull in the aerial b nslaught 
to soften Europe for land Invasion 
continued into its ninth day.

Bad weather over the continent 
was given as the reason for the 
lay-off, although there was some 
speculation the heavy b omb ers had 
shifted to the Mediterranean area 
for concentrated action 011 that po­ 
tential Invasion front.

politicians in uniform. 


SUBMARINE BREAK 
If encouraging reports of a sharp decline in the 
effectiveness of Germany’s 
submarine 
warfare arc 
sustained throughout the summer and at the same 
time Oermany loses its power in the air at the rate 
recently apparent, its last hope of winning the war 
will be shattered. 
On the strength of the lesson learned in World 
war I. Hitler's new military adventurers relied heavily 
on submarines to reduce British resistance and hold 
the United States at a distance. As in the other war, 
the submarine threatened to do the 
Job. 
Its de­ 
predations have been so serious they have been re­ 
ferred to only by implications that they constituted 
the worst news of the war. 
Confident assertions that the sinking rate of mer­ 
chant ships is declining while the destruction rat* of 
submarines is increasing will have a greater effect on 
German morale than any other single item of war * 
news. It was at this point in World war I that the 
threat to the Alliea disappeared and the specter of 
defeat came to hover over Germany.

SUCCESS WITHOUT ELATION 
Repeated reports of successful bombing missions 
being carried out by United States forces over Italian 
Islands and the mainland are producing no elation 
in this country. 
Italians do not fit into the character pattern of 
the Ax is enemy, though nominally they stand with 
the Germans and Japansfce. 
But It is impossible to 
ascribe t« them the arrogance which has been the 
downfall of the Germans in their international rela­ 
tions, or the fanatic hatred which has become the 
international trademark of the Japanese. 
Even the Italian leaders who have tried to emulate 
these qualities in their military allies have seemed 
absurdly out of character. 
Prime Minister Churchill 
must have had something like that in mind when he 
recently appealed to the Italian people to overthrow 
the governing clique that misrepresents them. 
Perhaps, the judgment of Italy’s character may be 
wrong; perhaps fascism has built treachery and a 
lust for conauest into a nation noted for kindliness 
and tolerance. 
To think so would make it easier 
to receive the news of what is being done to blast 
Italy out of the war, but to think so would be to go 
against the convictions of a lifetime about the com­ 
posite character of the Italian people.

There is one test in checking the 
steering alinement of a car which

and easy movement in the wheel, 
a binding Is indicated, and must 
! be corrected. 
If a wheel does not rotate freely 


i on the spindle, it is usually caused 
! by a binding of tire brakes, or by 
the wheel being too tight on the 
I spindle. 
Either of these conditions 
I will cause steering trouble and ex - 
I eexsivc tire wear.
